Ficlden, One of the Defendants, Takes 


the Stand in His Own Behalf— 


A Female Anarchist. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 6.—The expectation 


appeared to be general this morn'ms; that 
some of the defendants charged with the 
Haymarket massacie would be placed 
npon the witness sliu)d by the di'l.'nse, 
aud, as a consequence, there was more 
than the usual.effort by friends ol the 
accused to obtain admittance to the 
court-room. 


Pr. John M. Flemmlnfc was called i>y 


Mr. Foster and said he .was one ol the 
physicians who was in attendance upon 
the wounded at the Desplaines Stieet 
station on the night of May 4. The wit- 
ness said there were about twelve citi- 
zens at the station who had sustained in- 
juries. The witness said he extracted a 
bullet Irom the knee of an officer whom 
he thought was Officer Krueger. The 
witness said the bullet corresponded, us 
near as he was able to judge, with the 
revolver bullets used by the policemen. 


f he counsel said he desired to show 


that Krueger remarked that the bullet 
came from a police revolver. Objected 
to laud objection sustained. 


The witness said he extracted a ballet 


from the shoulder of a shoemaker, and it 
appeared to be the same as that taken 
Irom Krneger. A bullet was taken irom 
the body ol a dead man brought into the 
police station, which also appeared to 
correspond with the oilier bullets. On 
cross-examination he said he would not 
be able to testily as to the caliber of the 
Bullet, or aa to what kind ol a revolver 
it was fired from. 


William S. Welmers was called to re- 


peat the testimony of Officer Wessler on 
the trial of a youni; man named SUMner, 
in which the defense claimed that Steiner 
was the person pointed out as IIring at 
the police Instead ol Kveldcn. 
The wit- 


ness was unable to repeat the testimony 
aud was excused. 


Otto Wandrey, who could not speak 


Enirlish, testified that before the Hay- 
market meeting concluded he and the 
defendant, Fischer, went to Zepf's Hall 
and were there drinking beer when the 
bomb exploded. 
'He testified that he 


niso saw Parsons there at tho same time. 
He did not see Mrs. Parsons there. This 
latter assertion contradicted the other 
•witnesses for the defense.

amination, he said he belonged to a 
croupe ot Internationalists, of whlcB 
Fischer and'Engel were members. 


Edward Prensser testified that Selivpab

Herman Becker, who lives ou llan 


dolph street, near the Haymarket, said lie 
daw Schwab at the Huynmrkut a few min- 
utes alter eight o'clock on the night ol 
May 4, and afterward saw him lake q 
street-car and go east. The testimony o, 
these witnesses does not contr.idlcl thai 
of the State, except that of Gllnier, whd 
stated he saw him In company with Spiel 
just prior to the explosion. 


Phlueas H. Adams testified that h« 


would not believe Gllmer under oath. 
He could not specify any particular facts 
to base his opinions upon except that 
two men who live near Gllmer have- 
spoken that way of him. 


IJeinricI) Witt, who could not speak 


English, testltled that Spies was request- 
ed to make a speech on the Black roncl to 
a meeting of men on May 3, which result- 
ed in the McCormick riot, and jjave a re- 
sume of that occasion.

In a cross-examination ol 
very short duration the State developeti 
the fact that neither of these witnesses 
has had any Intimate acquaintance with 
Gllmer. 


Martin Fechter swore that he was with 


Neebe iu a saloou on the evening of May 
8, and that the latter distributed none of 
the Haymarket circulars. 


Mrs. Llziie May Holmes, late assist- 


Biul editor and contributor to the Alarm, 
testified that she wus with Mrs. Parsons 
at the Haymarket meeting until the close 
of Parsons' speech, when she and Mrs 
Parsons went to a saloon near Zeph's 
Hall. Shortly afterwards Parsons and 
Fisher came in. Witness swore they 
did wot go out until after the bomb had- 
exploded.

IN THE SILENT TOMB. 


Sketch of the Useful LHe of the late Bev, 


Minor 1. Chew. 


The impressive servioea at the funeral 


of the late Bev. Minor T. Chew, held last 
evening at the family residence on West 
Main street, was attended by a large 
number ot neighbors, members ot the 
United Brethren church and old resi- 
dents generally. Bev. A. Wimsett, of 
Streator, delivered the sermon, which wan 
quite affecting. Bev. W. had known the 
deceased for many years, and spoke of 
his life-work and character in feeling and 
laudatory terms. A choir furnished the 
music and friends bronght many beauti- 
ful floral tributes. The remains were 
taken to Halem graveyard (or interment, 
Elder Trueblood, Bev. Scott, Bev. I. N. 
fliggms, and Bev,.8. P. Hoy serving as 
pall-bearers. A sketch of the life of the 
deceased was read at the funeral. Minor 
T. Chew was born in the state of New 
York July 29, 1818. At the age ot two 
years hia parents moved with him near 
Oovington, Kentucky. At the age of nine 
years they moved to Cincinnati, Ohio, 
where they remained until Minor was 
seventeen years ot age. He then moved 
to Clay county, Indiana, where he lived 
thirteen years. Daring this time be was 
married to Miss Jane Short, October 17, 
1839, with whom he lived until bis death. 
To them were born sir children—W. J., 
Eliza A., Margaret H,, A. H., Mollie B- 
and George B. Margaret 8. and George 
B. are dead. Tbe other four with their 
mother survive him. He and his com- 
panion were converted in the year 1840, 
unj joined the United Brethren church, 
Soon after he was granted license to ex- 
hort. After holding this relation for 
some time he was given license to preach, 
He first joined the Book Biver Conference, 
afterward tha Illinois conference. When 
the said conference was divided he was 
with the Central Illinois, in which he was 
a faithful worker for twenty-two years, 
which is the age of the Conference. Alto- 
gether he has been in the ministry for 
about thirty-five years. He has in tbe 
last two years built two good church 
houses. Last year he bnilt one in Oak- 
ley, and this year he bnilt one near Me- 
chanicaburg, that was dedicated on last 
Sabbath. He lived to see this house al- 
most completed. He died Augnst 5,1886, 
aged sixty-eight years and fl>e days, after 
a well-spent life in the service ot his Mas- 
ter, Oar loss is his eternal gain.
